A change in any position of executive responsibility will always 


bring about changes, and in the case of Joseph Courtney, our 
Town Manager, the pattern is now becoming clear. Courtni or 


lieves that the first thing to do is to take care of the home 

Courtney's first move was to take care of purchasing methods, 
‘a much needed work. Our school system, for the past two years, 
had a system that was working fine, but the same thing could not 
be said of the rest of the town. Courtney put in an “encumbrance 
purchasing system” that now seems to be working very well. The 
encumbrance system is designed to keep account of the money in 
each portion of the budget, and make sure that money is set aside 
to pay for any order made. The head of each department, when 
he \signs a purchase order, also signs a certificate that he knows 
there is money to pay for the material. Our purchasing system 
in the past few years was in a sad state, to quote our present 
chairman of the board of selectmen. 

Courtney’s second point of attack was new real estate develop- 
ments, It didn’t take him long, for he found that the Wilmington 
Planning Board had already done a lot of work in this direction. 
The result was an,increase in lot sizes, from 100 by 100 to 150 by 
150, a new by-law which was voted by the town, and very quickly 
signed by the Attorney General. The law cannot be said to hurt 
anyone, and is on the whole quite beneficial. = 

Now that the second item is out of the way Courtney is start- 
ing on his third. This concerns the older developments of Wilming- 
ton. Our TM and others in the Town Hall believe that the men 
who have had charge of these developments have not lived up to 
their agreements, and he intends to see that they do that thing. 

‘There is, of course, two sides to that question. A number of 
men who have had developments here have to be heard, before 
any judgement is made, by the readers.

LAN TO REVITALIZE 
OBSERVOR CORPS 3 

Plans are definitely under- 
way, in this district to revitalize 
part of the Civilian Defense. 
The announcement has been! 
made by Thomas C. Lafionatis,! 
chief of Civil Defense for Wil-' 
mington, with the appointment| 
of Renee LaRivee, Concord 
street, as Chief Observor. The 
appointment was made on July 
19th, * 


The Observor Corps is an 
auxiliary to the Air Force, work- 
ing under the joint control of 
Civil authorities and the United 
States Air Force. The Air Force 
is responsible for the tactical 
operation of the ground Obser- 
vor, including training, report- 
ing proceedures and the like. 
Wilmington was chosen, two 
years ago, to be a station in the 
Ground Observor Corps, to be 
a central location for observors 
from this town, Reading, Bil- 
lerica and Tewksbury. Other 
key points are Woburn, Saugus 
and Middleton 

38 persons from these towns 
were accepted in the Ground 
Observor Corps about two years 
ago, with the idea of having a 
full time observation and report. 
ing of multi-engined planes, as 
an aid and guard against “sneak 
attack.” An observation station 
was set up, on the roof of the 
“Rocan House,” office of the 
Superintendent of Schools of 
Wilmington, and a partial sche- 
dule has been observed for some 
time. 

La Rivee, who has been ap. 
pointed Chief Observer by La- 
fionatis, plans to augment and 
revitalize the Corps. He is plan- 
ning a meeting, for sometime 
next week, with the meeting 
place yet to be determined, but 
Possibly in the Roman House. 

An observor is needed for 
every hour of the day and night, 
or a total of 156, plus a few re. 
serves, in order to fully man an 
observer station. LeRivee is 
hoping to recruit this many per- 
sons from the four towns in the 


E\district. Speaking of the situa- 


tion La Rivee has stated “We 
are in a dangerous position, in 
a period of international ten. 
sion, in which a “sneak attack” 
may be launched at any time, or 
hour. Our recent test showed 
that a large number of planes 
of an hypothetical enemy got 
through, and a large number of 
cities were theoritically destroy- 
ed. Our Ground Observer Corps 
is a valuable aid, to the United 
States Air Corps, in repelling 
any invader. We are needed, and 
we: must respond, for our own 


La Rivee, who is 47, is a test 
mechanic for General Electric, 
in Lynn.
